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CALIFORNIA PUBLIC HEALTH IN 1870 


The committee on hospitals of the California Leg- 
islature of 1870 reported out favorably a bill which 
provided for the organization of the California State 
Board of Health. The attitude of the members of 
the Senate committee is indicated in the report which 
accompanied the recommendation and which reads, in 
part, as follows: 


‘“We believe that whatever relates to life and the 
promotion of health is of paramount importance to 
the human family and that a community ignorant of 
properly collected facts concerning its vital history 
is culpably neglectful and but feebly defended against 
the ‘pestilence that walketh in darkness and destroy- 


eth at noonday.’ This belief is strengthened by what 
is now continually afforded in the happy results of | 


domestic and civie hygiene, wherever practiced, urged 
by the progressive minds of the medical profession. 

* * We confidently believe that whatever will 
tend to enlarge our knowledge, not only of preventive 
diseases but also of the lengthening out of human life, 
will most surely subserve the best interests of the 
- people, and must prove of vast benefit to the State 


from an economical point of view. Knowledge is what 


is wanted, to be diffused and spread broadcast over 
the land, to be brought within the reach of all classes, 
and especially workingmen. Every day of sickness, 
whether produced from any one of the thousand cir- 
cumstanees intimately connected with the several 


trades and vocations, insalubrity of the workshop, © 


the city, village, or domicile, or by accident, is indeed 
so much eash capital deducted from the fund upon 


which they and their families can alone depend for 


support. Yet it is frequently the case that we over- 


look every principle of hygiene and therefore regu- | 


larly pay the penalty imposed by the moloch of /pre- 
ventable disease, as 1s demonstrated in the crowded 
condition of county hospitals and lunatic asylums. 

Not humanity, merely, but a wise policy, there- 
fore, unite in ealling upon us to do all that can be 
done to foster and promote sanitary investiga- 
tions. They belong to the patriot no less than the 
philanthropist. They involve future prosperity and 
national greatness. The mischief done by disease is 
not to be measured by the number of deaths. That is 
— the least part of the result. The paralyzing influence 

upon emigration, and the natural increase of popula- 
tion, is sufficiently disastrous; but the real and lasting 
injury lies in the deterioration of race, in the seeds 
of disease transmitted to future generations, in the 
degeneracy and decay which are seldom detected till 
the evil is irreparable.’’

JAIL SENTENCE FOR MAINTAINING OROES 
CONNECTIONS 


For several years, the ‘Water Department of the 
City of Los Angeles has waged an energetic cam- 
paign against the practice of making cross connec- 
tions between foreign sources of water supply and 
the city distributing system. This practice is for- 
It was dis- 
covered recently that certain fish companies in the 
harbor district maintained such cross connections 
between the city system and their own system, 


which provided water pumped from the bay. On 
December 7, 1932, complaints were sworn by officials © 


of the water department against four fish com- 
panies which maintained these cross connections. 
In the hearing which followed, the water depart- 
ment traced its vigilance in protecting its Own | 
supply and showed how its efforts were nullified 
through the maintenance of these cross connections. 
The court imposed jail sentences of fifteen days 


upon each of the defendants without the alternative 


of a fine. Subsequently, the sentences were sus- 
pended with warnings that future violations would 
result in more severe sentences not subject to sus- 


pension. 
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MOSQUITO ABATEMENT OFFICIALS ELECT 
OFFICERS 


At the third annual convention of mosquito 


abatement district officials, held at the University 
of California recently, Harold Farnsworth Gray, 
Chief Engineer and Executive Officer of the Ala- 
meda County Mosquito Abatement District, was 
elected president of the organization, and E. A. 


Reinke, Senior Sanitary Engineer of the State 


Department of Public Health, was elected secretary. 

Since May 1, 1932, in the interests of economy, 
malaria control in California has been under the 
supervision of the Bureau of Sanitary Engineering 
of the State Department of Public Health. Mr. 
Reinke as Senior Sanitary Engineer has been 


placed in direct charge of these activities, which cover 
general supervision over the mosquito control work 


accomplished by the twenty-two mosquito abate- 
ment districts of California. The Bureau of Sani- 
tary Engineering has been able to carry on this 


work in addition to its routine activities, thereby 
conserving State funds to a considerable extent. 


DEATH COMES TO DR. RAFAEL G. DUFFICY 


Dr. Rafael G. Dufficy, who for many years was 
health officer of Marin County and of San Rafael, 


died suddenly shortly before Christmas. Dr. Dufficy 
had practiced medicine in Marin County for many 


years and had served the people of his city and of 


his county faithfully in the administration of their 
public health affairs. During recent years he has 


devoted all of his time to the practice of his profes- 
sion. He maintained an active interest in public 


health, however, and his passing is a loss to the peo- 
ple of Marin County, to the medical profession and 
to the public health.
